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Leavitt Challenges 
Seating of Justice 

WASHINGTON, tm—The su¬ 
preme court deferred action today 
on a motion by Albert Lievitt de¬ 
signed to ‘compel Associate Justice 
Hugo L. Black to show cause why 
he should be permitted to sit on 
the high tribunal. 

Whether the court will grant or 
deny the motion probably will be 
announced next Monday. 

Action could be taken at any 
time, however. 

Proceedings were brief. t«vitt 
merely arose and said he had sub¬ 
mitted the motion asking permis¬ 
sion to file a petition challenging 
the Black appointment. He did not 
read the motion. 

“You may submit the papers,” 
Chief Justice Hughes told him. 

Levitt acted a few minutes after 
Black had taken his seat on the 
high bench. 

The justice, whose appointment 
by President Roosevelt aroused a 
storm of controversy over whether 
he had been, or was still, connected 
with the Xu Klux Klan, entered 
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Many years ago an engineer 
named Lippincott made the state¬ 
ment that the time would come 
when the entire citrus belt from 
Los Angeles to the coast would 
disappear to give space to teem¬ 
ing millions who would seek the 
milder climate of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia for their home.

Crowd Dispersed from 
Main Street Shop 

An incipieat free-for-all battle 
was nipped in the bud by police of¬ 
ficers Saturday night when vio¬ 
lence threatened to enter the local 
labor picture. 

The trouble started when a 
group of junior college and high 
school youths began heckling 
"newsboys” selling copies of the 
Orange County Labor News in 
front of the Main Market at Chest¬ 
nut and South Main streets, of¬ 
ficers said. 

Union leaders charged that the 
youths were incited by “persons 
in the market.” Officers said a 
group of four or five was threaten¬ 
ing to attack one of the men sell¬ 
ing the papers when they arrived 
on the scene. 

UNION REINFORCED 

The situation was tense when a 
large group of young men began 
taking part in the affair, heckling 
the sellers of the union paper. Sud¬ 
denly about 40 union truck drivers 
appeared on the scene, perpared to 
defend the paper sellers, according 
to officers. A union sympathizer 
and the owner of a South Main 
street market hurled violent lan¬ 
guage at each other, until police 
broke up the milling crowd which 
jammed the space in front of the 
market. 

An anonymous telephone call to 
the police station said that trouble 
was brewing at the market. Capt. 
Bob Elliott sent Officers Heard 
and Zimmerman to the scene, and

WASHINGTON. UP) — Rehabili- 
Sation of America's merchant ma¬ 
rine was under way today follow¬ 
ing acceptance of a bid to con¬ 
struct a new liner to replace the 
Leviathan in the North Atlantic 
service. 

The bid—$15,750,000 on an ad¬ 
justed price basis—was submitted 
by the Newport News Shipbuild¬ 
ing & Drydock Corporation and 
accepted last night by the mari¬ 
time commission. 

The commission granted the 
operating company a differential 
construction subsidy of 33% per 
cent of the cost of the vessel. ITiis 
subsidy will take care of the dif¬ 
ference in labor and other con¬ 
struction costs as related to the 
traditionally lower scale in for¬ 
eign shipyards.

In some of the heart 
cases there were marked changes 
in blood pressure. 

This kind of experiment has 
been used for some years.

NEW YORK. (.«>»—Teats to learn, 
how high an aviation passenger 
with a bad heart can fly safely 
were reported today at the first 
international meeting of the Aero 
Medical association of the United 
States. 

It was found a man with coro¬ 
nary trouble can leam with pres¬ 
ent testa. But satisfactory rating 
methods for other kinds of heart 
trouble have yet to be discovered. 

The feelings of 13 men and 
women, all with bad hearts, were 
tried out in Harvard university’s 
fatigue laboratory at the equiva¬ 


lent of flying half an hour at 14,- 
500 feet. The results were re¬ 
ported by Vladimir Missiurio, 
M. D., of the University of War¬ 
saw, Poland, and Ashton Graybiel, 
M. D., D. B. Dill and H. T. Ed¬ 
wards of tile Harvard laboratory. 

The report said the reason for 
the tests was that "there have 
been a number of deaths of air 
travelers not related to aircraft 
accidents.” 

The 13 were subjected to the 
same drop in oxygen which occurs 
in the rise of a plane. 'They were 
compared with 13 other persons.

He said the canyon where 
the rich find was made is south of 
Baldwin lake, not north of it, 
where Van Dusen canyon is.

Convictions of persons caught in 
radio traps have been almost 100 
per cent, according to Otto P. Hig¬ 
gins, director of police. 
PSYCHOLOGICAL RETARDERS 
■White lines have been painted 
across streets as part of the radio 
set-up. These lines have had such 
a potent psychological effect on 
drivers they will be painted at 
some 400 spots on the city’s 
streets. 

Even though motorists know all 
the lines will not be traps they 
have no way of telling which ones 
are. This element of doubt has a 
considerable effect in cutting speed 
and reducing accidents, says Lieut. 
William Russell of the traffic de¬ 
partment. 

Here’s how the system works: 
A traffic officer hides behind the 
bushes of a deep driveway. When 
he sees a motorist approaching at 
what appears to be a high rate of 
speed, he picks up a telephone 
hand set on his portable transmit¬ 
ter directly opposite a white line 
on the street. 

“Check,” he yells into the trans¬ 
mitter, then follows with a de¬ 
scription of the automobile. 

GIVE DRIVER BRE.4K 
Immediately upon the signal an¬ 
other officer, hidden a fixed dis¬ 
tance down the street, presses a 
stopwatch. As the car roars across 
the white line at this station, he 
pre.sses the watch again. With the 
aid of a mathematical chart he 
can tell at a glance how long it 
took the car to pass between the 
two lines. 

If the driver is speeding, another 
patrolman who has been waiting 
with the checker, his motor run¬ 
ning, zooms into pursuit. 

To avoid too close checking, the 
driver gets an allowance of ap¬ 
proximately seven miles an hour 
less than the speed recorded by 
the scientific trap.

Pastor Tells How Life Calls 
For Exercise of Faith 

(Editor’s Note: The following Is a summary of a sermon deliv¬ 
ered yesterday by the Rev. Harry Evan Owings, pastor of the First 
Baptist church. On each succeeding Jlonday The Journal will pub¬ 
lish a summary of a sermon delivered by a Santa Ana minister.) 

By HARRY EVAN OWINGS 

Entered into the gospel record is 
the dismal entry that Jesus could 
not do any mighty works in his 
home city of Nazareth because of 
their unbelief. He aroused their 
comment and their wonder but he 
could not win their confidence and 
cause them to warm up to him. 

The result of this coolness on the 
part of the inhabitants of Naz¬ 
areth was that Jesus was power¬ 
less to help them as he was bless¬ 
ing others. 

Unbelief is the closed mind plus 
the resisting spirit. It is a kind 
of skeptical unresponsiveness, or a 
rigid and objective standing aloof 
to say, “Well, let’s see what he 
can do, if anything.” 

CONFIDENCE 

Now there may be certain situa¬ 
tions in which the elements of con¬ 
fidence or skepticism seems to 
play a negligible part in the work 
of the operator. The tricks of the 
magician are a case in point. But 
when one personality has the task 
of assisting, healing, enlarging 
another’s life, then belief or un¬ 
belief is of major significance. We 
see many evidences of it. It is 
not strange that the followers of 
Jesus were impressed with how 
large a figure it cut with Jesus in 


his endeavor to be of assistance 
to needy people 

What of our situation today? 
Let us see the power of Jesus 
curbed by our unbelief. In one 
form it claims that Jesus is an 
idealist, a poetic dreamer, not a 
practical man at all in this mod¬ 
ern dav. In another guise it says, 
UNBELIEF 

"His price is too much for a sen¬ 
sible man to pay.” Again is says, 
"He cannot do much with a person 
like me. It is not much use to 
try.’’ Or unbelief says, "Too much 
restriction in what he urges. I 
guess I have the wisdom to regu¬ 
late my own affairs.” 

And does not unbelief block him 
today from doing mighty works 
in international affairs, in race re¬ 
lationships, in industry, commerce, 
economic matters? Do we not give 
him scant place in our councils or 
declare patronizingly, "You just 
can’t expect me to go that far, 
can you?” 

And he is stopped from what he 
wants to do in us and through us. 

Our age is one that calls for the 
exercise of great faith. Life is 
more than a “matter of debate, 
discussion, easy talk.” For Chris¬ 
tian men it is a matter of high 
action growing out of large con¬ 
fidence in Christ—Lord, I believe; 
help thou my unbelief

Here are just a few suggestions: 

Quick trick No. 1: Top tomato 
halves with crushed pineapple and 
then sprinkle them with cheese. 
Arrange them on a shallow pan, 
place sweet potato halves around 
them and add a few mounds of 
buttered green beans. Sprinkle 
the combination with butter and 
seasonings and then stick it into 
the oven to broil for 15 minutes.

Months with "R’s” mean oys¬ 
ters! And now that they’re on 
the market, how about trying any 
of these delicious ways to prepare 
them? They have wonderful food 
value, and are a welcome change 
from meat. 

Oyster Stew 
(One Serving) 

Six plump oysters, 3 slices but¬ 
ter, 1 cup milk and cream half 
and half, 1 teaspoon Worcester¬ 
shire sauce, 1 cup oyster liquor, 
paprika. 

Melt butter in glass or enamel 
saucepan. Add drained oysters 
and cook In butter for two min¬ 
utes. Add oyster liquor and bring 
to boil. Add milk and cream and 
.slowly bring to boil. Add season¬ 
ing. Serve in hot bowl with an 
extra slice of butter on top and 
another shake of paprika. That 
recipe comes from a world famous 
oyster bar. 

ScaIloi>ed Oysters 

Ingredients required: One pint 
oysters, 1 cup thick white sauce, 
soft bread crumbs, salt and pepper, 
lemon juice. 

Place a layer of bread crumbs 
on bottom of ramekins or gla.ss 
baking dish, then a layer of oys¬ 
ters, lightly sprinkled with salt, 
pepper and a squeeze of lemon 
juice. Next put a layer of the 
white .sauce, then the bread crumbs, 
then the oysters, and so on until 
the di.sh is filled, putting the 
crumbs, which have been mixed 
either with oil or melted butter, 
on top. Bake in a hot oven 10 
minutes, until crumbs are brown. 
Serve with a spoon of tartar sauce. 

Curried Oysters and Shrimps 
With Rice 

Ingredients required: Two dozen 
oysters, 1 cup .shrimp meat, 2 cups 
milk, 3 cups hot boiled rice, 2 
tablespoons butter, 4 tablespoons 
oil. 4 table.spoons flour, 2 teaspoons 
curry powder, 1 medium onion, 
finely minced, 1 .small garlic clove. 

Kither press the hot boiled rice 
irto small oiled timbale cups and 
stand them in a pan of boiling 
water or press it Into oiled ring 
mold and place in oven to keep 
hot, or the rice may be made into 
a ring in a hot platter and the 
curry served in the renter. Heat 
the oil ,?nd in it colorlessly fry the 
onion and garlic without brown¬ 
ing'. .Scald the oysters and drain 
off the juice, reheat and .skim. 
Heat the milk When onions are 
cooked, stir in the flour and the 
rsirry powder, allow to rook to¬ 
gether, them add this to the hot 
milk and oyster juice, whipping 
all together as it thickens. Rub 
through a sieve, ret\un to the fire, 
adfl the oysters, shrimps, butter 
and the sea.soning. Prepare the 
rice as indicated and pour the 
curry in the renter.

From Mothers

Preparing announcements of en¬ 
gagements and weddings for the 
local newspapers is one of the du¬ 
ties that devolves on the girl’s 
mother. She should get in touch 
with the society editor herself or 
make sure that some member of 
the family does. 

Many newspapers will not ac¬ 
cept wedding or engagement an¬ 
nouncements unless they are in 
writing. But even if the informa¬ 
tion is to be given verbally It’s a 
good idea to write It all down first 
and check it meticulously. 

WATCH THE NAMES 

Correct spelling of names and 
accuracy in all facts are vital. 

Ihformation required by most 
society editors is included in the 
following list. If the marriage is 
to follow soon after the engage¬ 
ment is announced, the editor may 
use all the information at on(». If 
some time is to elapse between the 
two events, however, the editor 
may hold out some of the infor¬ 
mation for use at the time of the 
wedding. 

Here are the main points: 

Full name of the girl. 

Full name of the man. 

Name and address (street num¬ 
ber, city and state) of parents of 
both. 

Date, time and place of wed¬ 
ding. 

Will there be a reception? 
Where? 

Name and title of officiating 
clergyman and his church. 

Where girl attended school, list 
of her clubs. 

Business affiliation of girl—if 
she has one. 

Where man attended school, list 
of his clubs. 

Business affiliation of man. 
CONSIDER YOUR ANCESTORS 

If either or both have interesting 
ancestral backgrounds — informa¬ 
tion about those. (Don’t feel hurt 
if they are left out, however.) 

Names of attendants: maid or 
matron of honor, bridesmaids, 
flower girl, best man, usher-s. 
■Where each is from, and in case 
of the flower girl, name and ad- 
dres.s of parents. 

What the bride and each of 
women attendants will wear. 

Where wedding trip will be. 

Where couple will live. 

If, for any reason, the bride’s 
mother wants any of the informa¬ 
tion held until the day after the 
wedding she should make that 
plain to the society editor. Other¬ 
wise the latter is free to use her 
own judgment. 

Pictures should only be sent if 
they are requested. If you want 
them returned, make that clear In 
a note to the editor.

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT S. ALLEN 


NEW YORK.—The best minds 
of the noble and learned profession 
of the law are in a great fret at 
the moment over Mr. Roosevelt’s 
rather sweeping denunciation of 
their business. And, while, un¬ 
doubtedly, there is something in 
their contention that the Presi¬ 
dent’s attack had sly political mo¬ 
tives, it must be admitted that the 
boys have been asking for trouble 
for a long, long time. 

They have earned their own dis¬ 
pute by tricky methods and indi¬ 
vidual misconduct, and have so far 
alienated the sympathy of ordi¬ 
nary people that, in this scuffle 
with an enormously popular per¬ 
sonal leader, they will have to take 
their lumps. 

The lawyers come before the 
people with a reputation for un¬ 
derhandedness and contempt for 
justice, and, if the law itself, and 
the courts, suffer losses in the 
fight, the lawyers as a profession, 
must take their share of the 
blame. 

* * « 

A CUNNING CRAFT 

Everybody has seen the cunning 
of the lawyer in the familiar ac¬ 
cident insurance policy, for ex¬ 
ample. Everybody is familiar with 
the truth that, in a case of mis¬ 
hap on the road or almost any¬ 
where else, the first thought of 
those concerned is not "get a doc¬ 
tor” but “get a lawyer.” And the 
whole population has been edu¬ 
cated by lawyers themselves to be¬ 
lieve that in case of trouble over 
a disputed point or a matter of 
misconduct the wise course is to 
engage not an honest and conscien¬ 
tious attorney but a smart one— 
and to hell with honesty. 

Perhaps one who has spent 
some time around the courts, ob¬ 
serving the lawyers at their work 
and drinking with them at recess, 
when they talk shop, receives an 
uncommonly cynical, but uncom¬ 
monly true impression of their at¬ 
titude toward their responsibilities 
and justice. This is the experience 
of many newspaper reporters, and 
as one who started young and was 
amazed at the brutal disregard 
for truth and justice, I have al¬ 
ways thought the whole profession 
needed a vigorous overhauling. 
EVEN THE JUDGES 

We see men who are known to 
their colleagues and to all inti¬ 
mate observers as scrubby back¬ 
room politicians, appointed to im¬ 
portant jobs on the bench or, if 
not appointed, then named by po¬ 
litical gangs, which amounts to 
the same thing, and we realize that 
when the rub comes there are 
judges who will do their stuff for 
the men who put them up. 

We have talked with lawyers 
who analyzed the fraternal affilia¬ 
tions, the personal weakness and 
the prejudices of jurors and ap¬ 
pealed to them. We have known 
of cases in which distinguished 
members of the bar have placed 
one or more stiffs in a jury box to 
protect their client. And your cor¬ 
respondent knows one local judge 
who, as a trial lawyer, once put on 
the stand, to give perjured testi¬ 
mony, a witness who was ordered 
out of the chair by the man on 
the bench with the remark that 
he should be locked up as a liar on 
his oath. 

This was an obvious case of 
perjury which could not have oc¬ 
curred without specific instruc¬ 
tions from the trial lawyer who 
is now himself a judge. And, re¬ 
gardless of Mr. Roosevelt’s mo¬ 
tives in attacking the profession, 
motives which are open to doubt, 
the position of judge, is one of 
the reasons why 1 share the Presi¬ 
dent’s contempt for those who 
speak of their ethics and canons 
as though they were guarantees. 
GYPPING A SICK MAN 

A few months ago the brother 
of a man ill of consumption wrote 
to me pleading for help in a case 
where an insursmee company had 
refused to pay sick benefits on the 
ground that the insured, though 
“totally” disabled for an Indefin¬ 
ite time and perhaps for the rest 
of his life, was not, in the legal 
sense “permeuiently disabled.” He 
had to prove that he was both 
“totally” and “permanently” dis¬ 
abled, a combination of lawyer- 
words, to collect the benefits for 
which he had paid his premium 
for years. 

Under pressure, the insurance 
company "compromised” the case, 
and the brother of the Insured 
wrote to say that the sick man had 
received assistance which without 
outside help, had been refused him. 

If you have an insurance policy 
against “total and permanent” dis¬ 
ability, examine the fine print, 
written by a lawyer, you may be 
sure, and ask yourself what chance 
you have in case of a disability 
which is substantially total and 
permsment, but legally disputable, 
on the ground that one who is not | 
a basket-case is not totally dis¬ 
abled, and/or (as the lawyers say) 
one who is still alive is not perma¬ 
nently disabled. 

The law, yes. The courts, yes. 
Justice, yes. 

But, lawyers: phooney.

BUTTE, Mont.—An old, old hu¬ 
man drama is being re-enacted in 
this state. 

It is the ancient struggle of 
David and Goliath. It is being 
waged against a majestic pano¬ 
rama of mighty mountain ranges 
and vast plainlands, far from the 
center of public interest. But the 
conflict is the most poignant in 
national politics today. 

In the role of Goliath is Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler, generali.ssimo 
of the fight against the Presi¬ 
dent’s court bill. In the role of 
David is a 27-year-old congre.ss- 
man, Jerry O’Connell. 

Up to a few months ago the 
suggestion that they would soon 
be engaged in mortal combat 
would have seemed fantastic to 
both. Wheeler was the famed 
left-wing cru.sader, the nemesis of 
the “Oil Gang,” the running-mate 
of the elder Senator l.,aFollette, a 
potent chieftain in the councils of 
the Democratic party. O’Connell 
was an unknown freshman in con¬ 
gress. 

Then, out of the blue, Roo.sevelt 
sprang his supreme court reform 
plan. Wheeler, whom he had 
counted on as a certain supporter, 
recoiled—first in indignation, then 
in fury. And as the fight intensi¬ 
fied, this rift became increa-singly 
bitter and personal, until finally 
Wheeler openly allied himself with 
the conservative elements he had 
battled for two decades, and led 
them to a stinging defeat of the 
New Deal standard-bearer. 

• • * 

CHANGED WHEELER 

A favorite expression of “Old 
Bob” LaFollette was: “A liberal 
can’t go wrong on one fundamen¬ 
tal issue and keep his hands 
clean.” 

Wheeler’s hostility to the court 
bill seemed to effect a profound 
change in his entire viewpoint. 
Once an aggressive friend of labor, 
he now sat silent during the grill¬ 
ing senate attacks on the national 
labor relations board. During the 
close fight over the wage-hour bill 
he announced that unless its child- 
labor provisions were revised to 
suit him he would vote against it. 
And when the low-cost housing 
measure was under consideration, 
he voted for the Byrd amendment 
drastically curtailing its effective¬ 
ness. 

In Montana evidence of Wheel¬ 
er’s change of position was even 
more drastic.

ANACONDA COPPER 

For two decades he had fought 
the Anaconda Copper company, 
the dominant business interest in 
the state. And it had fought him. 
On both sides the enmity was 
fierce and vengeful. 

But last spring a strange thing 
occurred. In the newspapers Ana¬ 
conda owns, Wheeler began to be 
acclaimed as a great statesman. 
His anti - administration speeches 
were printed at length, his picture 
frequentiy displayed, and when he 
returned in June to make a com¬ 
mencement day speech whole edi¬ 
tions of the papers were devoted 
to him. 

Previously, the company papers | 


would not even report announce¬ 
ments of his meetings. 

Like most of the other liberal 
leaders in Montana, O’Connell at 
fir.st did not take seriously Wheel¬ 
er’s break with the White .lousc. 
But when the Anaconda publica¬ 
tions started hailing him as a 
hero, O’Connell saw rod. 

* * « 

PERSONAL K.NMITY 

O'ConneU’a enmity of “The 
Company” is fierce and personal. 
His father was an Anaconda 
miner killed in a strike when Jerry 
was a boy. Anything the com¬ 
pany stands for, or anyone it ap¬ 
proves is anathema to him. 

From the moment the rompany 
papers began puffing Wheeler, 

O’Connell declared war on him. 
He also declared war on Wheeler’s 
right-hand lieutenant. Governor 
Roy Ayers. Between Ayers and 
O’Connell there has long been bad 
blood. 

Ayres as a state judge had 

ousted a pro-labor sheriff and brok¬ 
en the strike in which O'Connell’s 
father was slain. Young O’Connell 
has always held Ayres partially 
responsible for his father’s death. 
« * * 

DAVID UHALI.K.NGES GGI.IATH 

With Wheeler off the reserva¬ 
tion, O’Connell lost no time in 
opening fire on both him and 

Ayres. At first, Wheeler paid no 
attention to the attacks. But 
when a big political rally during 
his June visit proved a dud, and he 
heard that O’Connell was planning 
a statewide speaking tour after 
congress adjourned, the senator 
sat up and took notice. 

David was making menacing 
gestures with his sling and Goliath 
was taking no chances. 

For the first time in many years 
Wheeler rushed back to Montana 
the day after congress closed and 
began stumping the state to de¬ 
fend his actions and statements. 

It is too early to predict the out¬ 
come of the dramatic struggle. 
Wheeler does not come up for re- 
election until 1940. Three years 
is a long time in politics and many 
things may happen. To reach for 
Wheeler’s toga, O’Connell must 
first hurdle next year’s congres¬ 
sional contest. 

Meanwhile he is letting no grass 
grow under his feet. He is tour¬ 
ing the length and breadth of the 
state, militantly drawing the Issue 
between him and Wheeler by de¬ 
fending the President’s court bill.

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What’ Other 
Editors Say 

STANDARD HIGHER 

Typical workingmen’s families 
in Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Sacramento and Oakland eat bet¬ 
ter food than do comparable fam¬ 
ilies in cities of the North At¬ 
lantic states, according to a sur¬ 
vey of United States Department 
of Agriculture scientists. 

Better diet of Pacific coast fam¬ 
ilies are attributed to a larger con¬ 
sumption of fruits and vegetables, 
which are less expensive in this 
area. The survey discloses that 
the western families buy the same 
quantity of eggs and milk; less 
meats and less bakery products. 

The Pacific coast workingmen 
allotted from one-fourth to one- 
third of their incomes, ranging 
from $500 to $2000, for food. 
About one-third of 688 families 
spent less than $2.50 per capita a 
week for food, while 60 per cent 
spent between $2.50 and $5 per 
person. Over three-fourths of the 
Pacific coast families which spent 
about $4 per capita were buying 
food in sufficient quantity and 
variety to provide a high-grade 
diet, likely to promote health. One- 
third of those spending $2.75 per 
person per week were on high- 
grade diets. Thu.9, the findings 
suggest that a family of four 
which spends less than $45 a 
month to nourish the "inner man” 
has a slightly below-ideal diet in 
general. 

The better-off North Atlantic 
families which averaged spending 
$4 per capita a week brought five 
times as much citrus fruit, three 
times as much of other fruits and 
green vegetables as familie.s 
spending on the $1.60 per capita 
basis. Easterners probably would 
try to explain the increased con¬ 
sumption of fruits and vegetables 
on the Pacific coast by pointing 
out that in colder climates there 
naturally is greater demand for 
heat-generating foods. — Times 
Sunday Magazine.
